China Association it is mentioned 
that the Hongkong Branch had written 
Iny ing Upon the importanee of 
securing to Hongkony a through connection 
with the great trunk tine between Hunkow 
and Canton, and urygins the desirability 
of linking that Jine with the railway 
running between Nowleon and Canton. 
Tho ‘Committee, while fully appreciating 
the iaportanee of the point, considered 
that -the question was one that had 
better’ be ‘raised “locally, It was under- 
stood that tho authoritios of the Chinese 
section of the Cunten-Kowloon Railway 


stress 


wore equally anxiona to secure a conuection, | 


and rat ouly lack of funds prevented the 
work. from being undortakon. It is well- 
known thatthe construction of the Kwans- 
tung section of the Hankow-Caaton line 
uso, has been greatly hampered by: lack’ of 
capital, but that ‘s a-diffieulty which we 
bolieva will shortly ba overcome by means 
of u foreign loan. . Im the same way there is 
very little doubt that the necossary capital 
would be fortheoming for the loop line, on 
the security of the line itself. We do not 
know which of the two Railway Adminis. 
trations, if either, is to undertake the 
construction of this important link, but the 
advisability of connecting the two lines. as 
early as possible scarcely needs pointing out. 
‘Wo believe we are correct in seying that the 
survey of this cunnecting link was completed 
evon before the Canton- Kowloon Railway was 
opened for through traffic, and some portion, 


if not the whole, of the necessary lund
